LONDON, Oct. 12.—The news received 


today from the storm centers in. the 
near east confirms the belief held in Lon- 
don that the powers will find a friendly 
solution of the crisis which has agitated 
Kuropc for more than a week. Scrvia 
it is now thought, has fallen in line with 
the other states directly interested, and 
is taking a most quiet view of the situ- 
ation. The resolution of the Servian 
national assembly passed this morning, 
which amounts practically to a vote of 
confidence in the government, has taken 
the matter of Servia's attitude towards 
Austria-Hungary out of the hands of 
thsit easily swnycd- body and placed it 
with the cabinet. The members of the 
cabinet are. aware of the. actual condi- 
tion of affairs .and doubtless will heed 
the warnings of the powers and take no 
rank steps. The powers can therefore 
continue their negotiations in the matter 
of an international conference without 
fear of interruption by an outbreak from 
any of the Balkan states.

1 Isaac W. Bess, a mgro preacher, .who 
for a long time resided in this city, but 
of late a resident of Rockford, 111., was 
sentenced to the penitentiary at Joliet, 
for a term of years, Saturday.

who was employed as janitor of a bank 
in Kockford, stole $8,000 and secreted it 
in a cellar.

gave" the farmers assistance in getting 
the flames under control. Soon after the 
clmtige in the wind, a shower of rain fell 
and with this assistance of the elements,

(ire lighters gained control of the 


situation. 


Many hundreds of feet of 
standing 


lumber were destroyed as well us many 
c-ords of wood tlmt had been cut nnd 
piled, preparatory to being hauled away. 


Hunters are Careless.

have becen filled daily with hunting and 
nutting parties, mostly coming from Ra- 
cine in -automobiles' and wagons. Many 
01' these parties have lighted fires, with 
which they have been cureless to the ex- 
tent of criminal neglect. 


"Big Oak" Saved. 


The famous ''Big Oak" tree in these 


woods, said to be the largest tree in Ra- 
cine county, was not damaged, standing 
11 long wu'y from nny othor tree. 
This 


tree is nearly twenty feet in circumfer- 
ence and is known to nearly every hunter 
in the county. Because of the extreme.- 
lv dry season, no water was available 
in any of the sloughs and the only means 
of contending with the flames was by 
back fire fighting.

'On the face of it this table is an. ex- 


cellent argument for the new Oklahoma 
system of guaranteeing bank deposits, 
but when subjected'to analysis certain 
features are discovered that merit study. 


The decrease' in national bank depos- 


its during Ihe seven months was prac- 
tically a million and a half dollars. More 
than four-fifths of this aum, however, is 
represented by state funds, which were 
withdrawn from the national banks be- 
cause they could not or would not avail 
themselves of the guaranty system. Only 
about cue-fifth of the million and a half 
of dollars, therefore, represents savings 
drawn out by individual depositors. 


"The increase for the state banks was, 


roughly, -54,000,000. ' During the period 
of the increase Oklahoma received from 
the outside $5,000,000, her portion of the 
school fund, which came to her 
when 


statehood was effected. The lost of this 
sum was paid in July 1. Almost every 
cent of this sum was deposited in banki 
having the guarantee plan in operation 
so that national banks did not ptofit. 


"J?ot more than $1,000,000 of this fund 


has left the state for any purpose. It is 
only natural to suppose that most, of 
the remaining $4,000,000 has found .its 
way into the banks. Subtract the $1,- 
500,000 decrease suffered by the nation- 
al banks- from the $4,000,000 of increase 
in the state banks and the net gain in 
deposits is found to be only $2,500,000 
of increase, as *gainat the 
$4,250,000.

•from heart trouble. The physician ex- 
plained .the conditions of the heart valve. 
In his opinion excitement of any kind 
could have caused death. He did not 
think a blow on the face would cause it, 
but would cause excitement and that 
jyoduce .heart failure. Deceased did not 
have a normal heart, and he believed the 
condition of the heart existed for more 
than a- year. He believed that a heart 
like that of the dead man would be af- 
fected by drinking beer and whiskey, or 
any stimulants, but he did not think this 
alone would have produced death, in fact 
n. man with such a heart was liable to 
death at .any time. 


.Dr. Pope, Jr., testified that Herms was 


dead when he arrived and that he found 
Falbe,. Olle and .a brother of the dead 
man there. The doctor then went into 
tho details of the post mortem and con- 
ditions of the. heart, which was not nor- 
mal, and said he believed the man diad 
of heart disease. He believed the heart 
conditions had prevailed for years and 
would sooner or later have caused the 
man's death; excitement could have pro- 
duced death, but whether blows would 
cause the excitement depended on cir- 
cumstances.

Sour Milk. 


Tho sourness which occurs in milk is 


due to the action of micro-organism of 
living cells so small that they can only 
be seen by using a strong microscope. 
These micro-organisms live on the sugar 
of milk, lactose, and change- it into lac- 
tic acid, so these small organisms are 
calied lactic acid bacteria. 
These micro- 


organisms are more numerous and more 
active in summer than in winter, and 
they grow most rapidly when 'the milk 
is kept warm. Therefore if milk is to be 
kept swoet, it is necessary to cool it as 
quickly as possible after it 
is drawn 


from the cow and keep it cool until need- 
ed for use. There are other micro-organ- 
gunisms -which multiply in 
milk when 


frehly milked, but most of them find 
their way into the milk from the dirty 
barn, coiled hands of the milkers, or un- 
elcun milk buckets, straners, seperators 
and pans. 
AH milk utensils should be 


rinsed in cold clean water as soon as em- 
ptied then washed in clean, hot soapsuds, 
scalded with boiling water, ard placed 
where they will be freo .from ilii'nt.,- but 
exposed to fresh air and sunshiiui, if pos 
nible.

failure, particularly the lute crop. In 
his opinion there will not be one thou: 


sand tons. Owing to these conditions, 
brought on by the most: remarkable 
drought and fpcll of dry weather ever 
known in Racine county,, there is prac- 
tically, nothing in the store houses and 
the product will be a scarce article so far 
as the Kacine and Kenosha county belt ia 
•concerned. 


Hundreds of acres, will not be harvest- 


ed at all, but plowed under. On account 
of these cold facts, farmers who expected 
to clean up hundreds of dollars, will.not 
make a single dollar. The onion crop, 
however, is considered good and the acre- 
age will average well with that of a year 
ago. 


A great many farmers abandoned cab- 


bage growing last year and went into the 
sugar beet growing business. This crop, 
while not so large as expected, will aver- 
age up well and net the growers consid- 
erable. 


Fanners are Losers. 


Out at Franksville, where the'farmers 


contracted with the Frank Pure Food Co., 
to furnifih hundreds of tons of cabbage at 
a stated price, there is considerable talk. 
Some of the farmers who have a pretty 
fair crop, desire to repudiate The con- 
tracts and sell for what the market is 
quoted. The managers of the Frank Co. 
state , however, that considerable cab- 
bage is coming in and they expect to -put 
down a good output of sauerkraut.

Chicago Record-Jlerald: An interesting 


letter from Mr. Taft to a private cor- 
respondent has. been published in which 
the writer briefly outlfnea a plan for the 
settlement of industrial disputes. What 
Mr. Taft favors is, in a nut shell, au 
th'oritative investigation, publicity as to 
the facts and issues, and the involved 
indirect appeal to impartial public opin- 
ion. 


At first sight his plan seems to 
lie 


modeled upon the Canadian conciliation 
and arbitration system, but a-n examina- 
tion ' reveals important 
differences 
be- 


tween the two schemes. In Canada a 
board is appointed to deal with a par- 
ticular dispute, and its existence ends 
with the performance of its task. More- 
over, BO far as railroads and public util- 
ity industries are concerned, the Cana- 
dian system is semi-compulsory. Pending 
investigation ana the 
preparation 
of 


the report no strike or lockout is allow, 
ed by law. " 


Mr. Taft's idea involved no element 


or degree of legal compulsion. He con 
templates nothing more thfln disinter- 
ested arbitration and voluntary submis- 
sion to the award or decision of the ar- 
bitrators. With the right to strike or 
to discharge hn would not interfere at
